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Those of us in the family history research arena have been wrestling with the 
identities of the parents of four distinct individuals; [1] Rev. Marcus E. Carter 
born 1806 in Tennessee; [2] Rev. Valentine S. Carter born 1820 in 
Tennessee; [3] Rev. James Allen Carter born 1830 in Tennessee and the 
wife of Marcus... [4] Susanna "Sally" Marena (CARTER)... the lady. This 
discourse presents a fascinating look under close scrutiny at each Carter 
family and during the process discovers their parentage. 
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Introduction... 

Those of us in the family history research arena have been wrestling with the identities of the 
parents of three distinct individuals; Rev. Marcus E. Carter born 1806 in Tennessee; Rev. 
Valentine S. Carter born 1820 in Tennessee and Rev. James Allen Carter born 1830 in 
Tennessee and the wife of Marcus. ..Susanna "Sally" Marena (CARTER)... the lady. 

In my case, I have struggled with this millstone around my neck for the last 38 years. In my 
pride, I hoped someone else would produce definitive proof of the parentage of these three 
men and dreading this day would come, I have been procrastinating the idea of having to put 
pen to paper with my thoughts and conjectures concerning this issue. 

Ironically, I had written a M.JL.^.I. course titled " How to Break Down Your Brick Wall " back 
in 201 1 addressing this very subject, and all too familiar with the time, effort and money it takes 
to solve these issues, I was hoping I wouldn't have to repeat that tedious task. 

However, as my days grow shorter, if I don't voice what I know now, concerning these men 
and the lady, others will not benefit from my insight and maybe, just maybe... someone 
somewhere will discover hard documents validating or disproving my theory. 

Nevertheless, I shall present in a logical format, my reasons for my conclusions as to the 
parents of each of these people. I hope I am correct, or at least someone can refute my 
research based on hard evidence to the contrary. 

It is in the spirit of advancing family history research, of which, I have donated the majority of 
my life, time, effort and finances in fulfillment of Malachi's prophecy, thereby benefiting the 
living as well as our kindred dead. I welcome additional input pro or con and encourage 
thought provoking comments.

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One of the problems... 

I am going to assume you, the reader, have some fundamental basic understanding of the 
history of the Carter families of eastern Tennessee. I don't have time to educate you since 
there are several books on that subject concerning my Carter ancestors. Suffice to say; at the 
end of this essay those books will be listed... if you wish to read them. 

As we researchers, pursued the history of our Carter ancestors, we had very little to work with 
other than basic census, marriage and some deed records. After their exodus from North 
Carolina into the eastern portion of what became the State of Tennessee in 1793, mainly 
Greene County, their wanderlust continued over the next several decades of the 18 th century. 
These Carter Clans spread like a wildfire in dry prairie grass. 

Through research, it has not been unusual to see entire families move into newly created 
counties in the newly created state of Tennessee only to disappear. To complicate the matter, 
war with the British and the Cherokees for possession of vital resources, fragmented families 
and property resulting in the loss of vital and important written records. 

To further complicate the issue, gold was discovered in newly created Monroe County in 1826, 
resulting in a mass migration of Carter and allied families into the region. Not only were the 
local government officials unprepared for this influx of thousands of fortune seekers, but also 
with limited resources, they failed to record, maintain and keep safe vital records of the 
transactions of these intruders from harms way. 

Therefore, whole generations of families arrived and departed without any trace of their 
existence. What little records survived to our day, from Monroe County is meager at best. 

Monroe County was organized in 1819 yet; their marriage records don't begin until 1838 and 
are sketchy at best. If they hadn't passed a law mandating the recording of marriage records in 
1838, we wouldn't even have what little we do have. This means there have been marriages 
taking place since 1819 in Monroe County and for the next 20 years all those records are lost 
and gone forever... because they were never written down or recorded! 

With the discovery of gold in 1826, not only was Monroe County, the destination for thousands 
of gold seekers, but it was also the national headquarters of the Cherokee Nation and home to 
thousands of natives including my 5 th great grandparents... Henry and Nancy (CARTER) Pratt. 

With the government's decision to force all natives from the eastern states to the western 
boundary of the then United States known as Indian Territory, during the early years of the 18 th 
century, it is due to this upheaval in those early counties that has resulted in the lack of good 
records of our Carter ancestors and their activities in those counties. 

Having personally researched the courthouse records in Sweetwater, I know the 
disappointment of not finding proper sources to help validate and advance the Carter family 
history research. 
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It is due to the lack of these records that has caused trouble with identifying family members in 
our Carter database. Therefore, what I am about to present may never be validated or proven, 
but is one man's explanation as to what may have happened and who the main characters are 
in our quest for the truth. 

It is with a humble heart and I hope I got it right, not only for my peace of mind, but the peace 
of mind of those that follow in our footsteps.

The players... 

In order to discover the parents of each of these people, we need to become familiar with each 
of these individuals, their families and their movements. 

All four are connected in one way or another and some of you are going to be surprised by my 
conclusions. What I present to the reader is 38 years of research, records, logic, and 
speculation from a variety of sources and individuals. 

Individually, these records, conclusions and speculations are of little value, but collectively, 
they help solve a lifelong mystery. 

It is with the help of many of my fellow researchers, especially fellow researcher Bob Watson, 
whose insight into these Carters rivals my own, I was able to formulate my conclusions and 
bring all the evidence together and hopefully solve these annoying brick walls. 

We have aM wasted too much time on these people and their origins; however, I hope this 
paper settles the questions once and for all. 

I feel, and with the consensus of others, Marcus E. and Valentine S. Carter were not brothers, 
but possibly James Allen Carter was a brother to Valentine. This conclusion is based on their 
mutual movements and associations throughout the decades of their lives, until their deaths. 

In this research process, looking for the parents of these three men, the parents of Marcus' 
spouse Susanna "Sally" Marena (CARTER) was possibly discovered... by accident. 

However, each one of these people presents challenging research and I am sure in some old 
dusty courthouse the documented answers to their parentage lies in wait.

The Parentage of the Three Reverends... and the Lady

Rev. Marcus E. Carter 
First Encounter. .. 

On the 8 th of August 1826, Marcus E. Carter married Susanna "Sally" Marena (CARTER) in 
Roane County, Tennessee. This is the first piece of evidence we find Marcus and Marena. 
Both are unique in that we do not know either one of their parents! 

Since Roane County was organized in 1801, this is the first official location we come in contact 
with Marcus and Marena, indicating one or the other or both were living in that county at the 
time of their courtship and eventual marriage. 

It was customary for the wedding to take place at the bride's residence where the bride's father 
would give a shindig or party for the newlyweds. 

First of all, let me give you the vitals of both. According to subsequential research data, Marcus 
was born in Greene County, Tennessee on the 27 th of February 1806 and Marena was also 
born in Greene County on 29 January 1812. 
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Generic Parents... 

Based on their birth dates... the parents of both would have been aged between at least 15 

years old and as an average 25 years old or older. Therefore, we are looking for a male 

Carter father for Marcus... born between 1781 and 1791 and would have married between 
1896-1806. 

For Marena we are looking for a male Carter born between 1787 and 1797 and married 

between 1802-1812. 

After 38 years of family history research, no one knew in 1975 and no one knows now who the 
parents of Marcus or Marena could be. Therefore, using the above criteria and checking aM the 
Carter families in the Roane County area, I was able to produce a list using the 1830 census. 

However, that gold discovery in Monroe County in 1826 could have changed everything, 
because thousands of gold seekers invaded Monroe County thereby the parents of both may 
have moved to Monroe County by the 1830 census. So, it appears we will be investigating 
both Roane and Monroe counties. 
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Fortunately, there are only 5 Carter heads living in Roane County in the 1830's census. 
[1] Carter, John born [1791-1800] 2-3-2-1-0-1 1-0-1-0-0-1-0-0-01 

This John Carter is John A. Ill & Elizabeth "Betsy" (DIXON) Carter born 1795 son of John A. Jr 
or II & Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter of Lick Creek in Greene County. John and Elizabeth 
were married in 1816 in Greene County... too late to be the parents of Marcus or Marena. 
However, he did name a son Marcus in 1842. 

[2] Carter, Leroy born [1781-1791] 0-0-0-0-0-0-1 

Leroy has no wife or children. 

[3] Carter, Robert born [1 801 -1 81 0] 1 -0-1-0-1 2-0-1 -0-1 -0-0-1 

Unknown whom he is but he was born too young. 

[4] Carter, Thomas T. (F.) born [1791-1800] 0-0-0-0-1-1 2-0-0-0-1 

Unknown whom he is, right age grouping, married Eleanor (WALKER) in 1827 . Not their 
parents. 

[5] Carter, William born [1 791 -1 800] 2-2-1 -0-1-1 2-2-0-1 -0-1 

Born in Virginia, right age grouping married Susan (FERGUSON) in 1817 . Not their parents. 

None of the above Carters show promise to be able to have a son; Marcus born in 1806 or a 
daughter Marena born 1812. I realize Marcus and Marena could have eloped and since 
Roane County was formed in 1801, they could have actually lived somewhere else. 

If Marcus is the Mark Carter listed in the 1830 census of Monroe County, then I was 

right. ..because of that gold strike in 1826 there are several Carter families in that 1830 census. 

Both of their parents may have moved to Monroe County or actually lived there all along. 

Monroe County. Tennessee 

McMinn and Monroe County, Tennessee were both created on 13 November 1819, from 
Cherokee Native lands. Swindled by dishonest legislators and treaty makers, using fraudulent 
and worthless treaties, the Cherokee peoples where pushed from their homes in eastern 
Tennessee into northern Georgia... until they found gold in Georgia. 

During the 18th century, towns and villages of the Overhill Cherokee as they were known, 
were scattered along the Little Tennessee River and Tellico River throughout Monroe County. 
These included Chota (Cherokee Capital), Tanasi (the name source of "Tennessee") and 
Great Tellico, which at various times were Cherokee principal towns, as well as Citico, Toqua, 
Tomottley, Mialoquo, Chilhowee, and Tallassee. 
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Monroe County was established in 1819 after the signing of the Calhoun Treaty, in which the 
Cherokee relinquished claims to lands stretching from the Little Tennessee River south to the 
Hiwassee River... on threat of war. The county was named for President James Monroe. 

Some of the state's first gold mines were discovered in 1826 located in Monroe County, 
encouraged by their white constitutes, forcing the government to seize land by any means. 
Placer mining took place on Coker Creek (near Tellico Plains) in the early 1830s. 

When gold was discovered in Monroe County, thousands moved and relocated into the county 
seeking wealth. What was a backward sparsely inhabited wilderness left to the Cherokees 
became the most sought after destination in all the southern states and territories. 
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There is a book, " Inhabitants of Monroe County, Tennessee before 1830 " © (1970) by 
Reba Bayless Boyer detailing a year by year list of inhabitants using the tax lists showing the 
years they paid taxes and inhabited Monroe County. 

The Carters are in abundance between 1820-1830. Since the 1820 census does not exist, 
these tax records are a tremendous boost in Carter research showing who moved to Monroe 
County and the first year they showed up in the tax rolls. 

Using the same theory we did for Roane County, remember, we are still trying to identify the 
parents of both Marcus and Marena. 

The 1 830 Census of Monroe County, Tennessee... 

After reviewing in detail, the children's birth dates of Marcus and Marena, I have concluded the 
Mark Carter in Regiment 67, Monroe, Tennessee, United States, page 112, line 20, taken after 
1 June 1830 is one and the same as our subject. 

This conclusion is based on the following understanding... 

CARTER, Mark 1-0-0-1 0-1-0-1-1 

free white males 4 & under [Samuel age 0-4]; 15-19 [Marcus age 24] 
free white females 5-9 [??]; 15-19 [Marena age 18]; 20-29 [??] 
[Living next door to Aaron Carter [30-39] 0-0-1-0-0-1 0-1-0-0-1] 

Since young Marcus "Mark" could have been flippant concerning his age, the fact he is listed 
as head of this household indicates the older woman was a houseguest and not owner or head 
of this household. 

Also, it appears after Marcus and Marena's marriage in 1826, they left Roane County and 
moved to Monroe or... always did live in Monroe and went to Roane County to get married. 

Who is the 20-29 year old female could be a sister of either Marcus or Marena and the little girl 
could be her daughter. Since Marcus and Marena were married in 1826 they would not have 
had a five to nine year old daughter by 1830. 

Another clue, their close proximity to Aaron Carter and family. Aaron is 30-39 years old and 
could be the Aaron B. Carter that moved to Mississippi. However, without supporting evidence, 
and none of the trees on ancestry.com seem to have produced his parentage or origins. 
Therefore, he is of little supporting value to this investigation at this time. 

With that being said, the "other" Carters in and around Marcus and family do offer a clue as to 
his parental origins. 
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Caleb Carter Sr.... 

Marcus and Aaron are listed on page 112 of the 1830 Monroe County census and on the next 
page 113, is Caleb Sr. and Phoebe (WILLIAMS) Carter family. 

Caleb Carter Sr., my 4 th Great Uncle, was born 1769-1770 near Point Marion, Monongahela, 
Virginia, New England son of my 5 th Great Grandfather; Levi Sr. & Susanna (ANDERSON) 
Carter. 

According to Reba Bayless Boyer's book mentioned above, Caleb Carter is listed as an 
inhabitant of Monroe County in the years 1826, 1827, 1828 and 1829. 

Interestingly, Caleb and family arrive in Monroe County in 1826 the same year Marcus and 
Marena are married in neighboring Roane County... right after the gold rush. 

If they followed the Great War Trace road out of Greene County as depicted on the map on 
page 7, this route would have led them right to Chota, the National Headquarters of the 
Cherokee Nation in Monroe County. 

Caleb Sr. married Phoebe (WILLIAMS) in Greene County on 17 March 1798. They had the 
following verifiable children... 

[1] Caleb Jr. born 1791-1800 married 1809 to Rachel (TEMPLETON) (married too late to be 
Marcus' parents) 

[2] Nathaniel "Nathan" G. born 1798 married 1816 to Keseah "Kizzah" H. (JOHNSON) (too 
late) 

[3] Dr. John Wesley born 1799 married 1820 to 1 st Sophia (HILL) 2 nd Mary A. ( ) (too late) 

[4] Lewis married born 1800 married 1820 to Elizabeth (PARKER) (too late) 

[5] Margaret "Peggy" (CARTER) born 1801-1803 married 1821 John Calvin Frazier (too late) 

All the above children were married too late to be Marcus's parents, however, Caleb Sr. looks 
like a viable candidate. 

Concerning Marena, we are assuming Marcus and Marena were not brother and sister and 
maybe cousins, so we are also looking to Monroe County for her parents. 
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More Evidence... 

On the previous page of where Aaron and Marcus "Mark" are listed on page 111 we have the 
following cast of characters... 

[1] Henry Pratt married 1820 Nancy (CARTER) (daughter of Jesse Sr. & Susanna (HARMON) 
Carter (my 5 th Great grandparents, forced on the "Trail of Tears" due to Henry's Cherokee 
heritage) 

[2] Lewis Carter born 1800 married 1820 to Elizabeth (PARKER) (son of Caleb Sr., Elizabeth's 
father; Benjamin Parker living close to Caleb Sr.) 

[3] Dr. John W.[Wesley] Carter born 1799 married 1820 to 1 st Sophia (HILL) 2 nd Mary A. 
( ) (son of Caleb Sr.) 

[4] Henderson Trim born 1791-1800 married 1820 to Margaret (CARTER) (daughter of Jesse 
Sr. & Susanna (HARMON) Carter) son of James Henderson & Martha (BALDWIN) Trim 

[6] Jacob Wolf 1761-1770 with son; Jacob born 181 1-1815 whom married Rutha (BLANTON) 
(daughter of Joshua Blanton on page 99) 

[7] William Forshee brother of Elizabeth (FORSHEE) whom married Lewis M. Carter (son of 
Jesse Sr. and Susanna (HARMON) Carter) 

[8] William Province who married Virginia "Jencey" (HARMON) daughter of Isaac B. and 
Elizabeth (LUSTER) Harmon, Isaac brother to Susanna (HARMON) who married Jesse Carter 
Sr. 

On page 1 10 we have the following... 

[9] Carter Trim born 1800 married Mary "Polly" [PARKER] in 1816 (plays a very important role 
in solving the parentage of all three men. 

From the perspective of dominant Carter families in this census and living in close 
proximity to one another we can arrive at two basic dominant families. .. 

[1] Caleb Sr. and Phoebe (WILLIAMS) Carter family 
[2] Jesse Sr. and Susanna (HARMON) Carter family 

With Caleb Sr. we have son; Caleb Jr., son; John Wesley, son; Lewis, and maybe sons; 
Marcus and Aaron. 

With Jesse we have daughter; Nancy, daughter; Margaret. However, Jesse Sr. is way over on 
page 82, NOT IN CLOSE PROXIMITY OF THESE CARTERS!!!! 
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Therefore, if I were to draw a conclusion from the above proximity factor, I would have to 
say... Aaron, Marcus, Lewis, John Wesley and father Caleb Sr. are in close proximity and are 
related. 

Therefore Caleb Sr.'s family should look like this... 

Remember Caleb and Phoebe were married in 1798, so these approximate birth ranges could 
be off by a few years but they fit our original criteria concerning the ranges of the parents of 
Marcus E. Carter. 

[1] Caleb Jr. born 1791-1800 married 1809 to Rachel (TEMPLETON) 
[2] Aaron Carter born 1791-1800 

[3] Nathaniel "Nathan" G. born 1798 married 1816 to Keseah "Kizzah" H. (JOHNSON) 

[4] Dr. John Wesley born 1799 married 1820 to 1 st Sophia (HILL) 2 nd Mary A. ( ) 

[5] Lewis born 1800 married 1820 to Elizabeth (PARKER) 

[6] Margaret "Peggy" (CARTER) born 1801-1803 married 1821 John Calvin Frazier 
[7] Marcus E. Carter born 1806 married Marena (CARTER) in 1826 

Jesse Carter Sr. 

Now Jesse Carter Sr. arrived in Monroe County according to Boyer's book in the year 1825. 
Which also indicates, he could be the father of Marcus, however, none of Jesse's proven 
descendants name a son Marcus and Marcus does not name any son, Jesse, Caleb or a 
daughter Susanna after Jesse's wife or Phoebe after Caleb's wife. 

Another problem... Marcus was born in 27 February 1806 and Jesse has a son Levi Henagar 
Carter born 1805-1806. 

Because of a lack of name associations and Marcus' failure to live near Jesse Carter in the 
1830 census and after 50 years of Jesse Carter family history research . . .long before I 
started in 1975, all the known children of Jesse Carter have been identified, with no Aaron or 
Marcus in the mix. 

Also, Jesse Carter Sr. leaves a will in McMinn County, Tennessee naming 7 of his 10 children 
leaving out the three that married Cherokee natives including my 3rd great grandparents; 
Henry & Nancy (CARTER) Pratt. More about this Carter animosity towards the natives can be 
read in my book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, Tennessee ". 

However, the children of Caleb Sr. are still being identified even today so, it appears Jesse Sr. 
is not the father of Aaron or Marcus "Mark" E. Carter. 
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Bradley County, Tennessee 

Bradley County, Tennessee was created on May 2, 1836, from Cherokee Native lands. 
Swindled by dishonest legislators and treaty makers, using fraudulent and worthless treaties, 
the Cherokee peoples where pushed from their homes in eastern Tennessee into northern 
Georgia. 

Forced from Georgia because of the discovery of gold and dishonest legislators, the Cherokee 
people in 1838 eventually were confined in concentration camps in Bradley County before their 
forced march known as "The Trail of Tears". 

Bradley County's unique history includes the home of the Cherokee Nation, known an Echota, 
who's last Eastern Capitol is now known as Red Clay State Historical Park. It is an interpreted 
site certified by the National Trail of Tears Association and stands as a reminder of the spot 
where they were notified of their tragic journey ahead. 

After the creation of Bradley County, Marcus and family show up in the 1840 census of Bradley 
County. It appears they moved there but what I have found in my years of history 
research... they always lived there, and the county was created around them. 

So, when all those Carters in the 1830 census were listed in Monroe County, actually some of 
them were already living in what became neighboring Bradley County in 1836. But, there is an 
anomaly.

1840 Federal Census age 34 

Bradley, Tennessee, United States, page 71

[Samuel or Josiah]; 30-39 [Marcus age 341 

free white females 4 & under [Narcissus age 2]; 5-9 [Mary age 6]; 5-9 [Malecy age 8]; 20-29 
[Marena age 29] 

Carters living in close proximity to Marcus is...NO ONE . Marcus is on page 71, which is the 
last page of the census. Notice in the census above, there is no listing or place for Valentine 
Carter born 1820 and James Allen Carter born 1830. Therefore, Marcus is not their parent. 

There are no Carter families living near or in close proximity to Marcus, which is disheartening, 
since we cannot play the association game. However, this is the first place that Valentine S. 
Carter makes an appearance even if he is way over on page 52. 

There are only 7 Carter families living in Bradley County and they are mixed on a variety of 
pages. Most of them I cannot identify, even with my vast database of Carters. 

In contrast, there are 16 Carters in Monroe County and I can identify almost all of them. 
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Because of Marcus' unusual placement at the end of the Bradley county 1840 census, 
indicates maybe he lived just barely in the Bradley County border and just a mile away, from 
where all the other Carters were living in Monroe County. So, let's look at the Carters in 
Monroe County in the 1840 census. 

1 840 Monroe County Census 

On page 1 99 we find a nest. . . 

Joel Templeton son of Absalom & Susanna (CARTER) Templeton dau of Levi Sr. 

Elizabeth Carter age 30-39 

Joseph Carter age 20-29 

Phebe Carter age 80-89 

Elizabeth Carter age 40-49 

Lewis Carter age 40-49 son of Caleb Sr. 

Henderson Trim age 40-49 son of James Henderson and Martha (BALDWIN) Trim 

On page 200 we find a nest... 

Jesse Carter Sr. whom married Susanna (HARMON) 

Peter Carter (son of Jesse Sr.) 

Levi Pressley married Susanna "Susan" (CARTER) (daughter of Jesse Sr.) 
Several lines down... 

Caleb Sr. whom married Phoebe (WILLIAMS) and proposed parents of Marcus E. Carter 
Eliza Carter (unknown) 
On page 174... 

Margaret Carter age 60-69 wife of John 

On page 187... 

John Carter age 60-69 

Henry J. Carter age 20-29 son of John & Margaret ( ) Carter 

On page 188... 

Elizabeth Carter age 40-49 

From this census, Caleb Sr. son of Jesse Sr. & Susanna (HARMON) Carter is still living in the 
same area he was in the 1830 census. Caleb's siblings and nieces and nephews are living in 
close proximity. 

Due to the abundance of widows, we are having a hard time identifying those female Carters. 

Move to Missouri... 

Between 1845-1850, Marcus and family left Bradley County and headed for Newton County, 
Missouri. It appears he made the trip with wife's uncle Ezekiel Carter. 

Ezekiel Carter son of John Jr. & Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter 1 st married Mary (LYNCH) 
daughter of James Jr. & Elizabeth (PRATT) Lynch in 1828 in Greene County, Tennessee and 
2 nd widow Rhoda (MUNSEY) Weems circa 1844-1845 in Newton County, Missouri. 
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There is a great obit for Rhoda (MUNSEY) Weems Carter at FAGM# 9793929 detailing her 
life. The obit places Ezekiel in Newton County, before he married Rhoda. Also, Dr. John 
Denton Carter who wrote the book, The Carters of Greene County, Tennessee and Early 
American Frontier Family " (1981 ) is a descendant of this family. There is a flyer at the end of 
this report concerning this book. 

One may say after looking at the family of John Jr. & Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter couldn't 
Marcus fit in-between Elam born in March of 1805 and Ezekiel born in September of 1807? 

I would have to say, it looks like a good fit but John and Mary lived in Greene County their 
whole life and died there and never did go to Monroe or Bradley Counties. But some of their 
children did, more about that later. Also, Marcus is not named as a son in their paperwork. 

But, John Jr.'s cousin, Jesse Carter Sr. son of Levi Sr. went to Monroe with a majority of his 
children especially oldest son Caleb Sr. whom I believe is the father of Marcus E. Carter. 

After a short time in Newton County, Marcus and family moved to Crawford County, Missouri 
where he connected with Rev. Valentine S. Carter and Rev. James Allen Carter. 

It is at this convergence of the three Reverends; we switch our focus from Marcus and family 
to Valentine and James. 

Before I begin my investigation into their history and parentage, maybe we would like to see 
some other potential parents of Marcus E. Carter and why they have been dismissed. 

Other Potential Parents of Marcus E. Carter... 

Before we dance with these other Carter families, you may have thought I have given up on 
Marena (CARTER)... Marcus' spouse. Not at all, it turns out she comes back in the picture later 
in this discourse. 

Several on the Internet thought maybe Marcus was the son of the following...

indicators lived in areas. Of all the researchers before my entry into this business in 
1975, none had, offered, suggested or implied any evidence or connection between 
Marcus E. Carter and this family. Since this was my primary Carter 5 th Great 
Grandparents, a dozen researchers had researched them extensively and no one even 
suggested there was a connection. This lack of continuity between Jesse Sr. and 
Marcus in the census and Jesse's Will in McMInn County named all but 3 of his children 
who had married Cherokee natives and Jesse intentionally left them out of the will, and 
did not name Marcus as a son. ..indicates no direct connection.

This completes the listing of all male Carters in my database born before 1800 who may be 
potential candidates for parentage of Marcus E. Carter. 

Only one family meets or exceeds all the indicators of the criteria we originally presented in 
this report. There were three basic families but due to evidence to the contrary for the other 
families, only Caleb Sr. and his wife; Phoebe (WILLIAMS) Carter answers the following 
questions. 

1. Were the parents born prior to 1791? Yes 

2. Were they married prior to 1806? Yes 

3. Did they sustain children past 1806? Yes 

4. Were those children born in Greene County, Tennessee? Yes 

5. In order for Marcus to marry in 1826 in Roane County, had the parents moved from 
Greene County to an adjacent county of Roane? Yes 

6. Did Marcus ever live in close proximity to his siblings and/or parents? Yes 

7. Did Marcus name any of his children after his parents? Not that we know of. 

8. Did any of Marcus' siblings name a son after Marcus? Not all siblings' children are 
known. 

9. When Marcus left the state for Missouri did any of his relatives go along? Yes 

10. When Marcus was ordained a Methodist Episcopal minister, were any of his siblings 
also a minister? More about this later 

1 1 . Did any of Marcus' aunts or uncles name their children after any of his? We are still 
collecting data on his siblings' children. But the name Marcus is repeated in the Carter 
family before his birth and after his birth. 

12. When Marcus found residence in Missouri, did he live close to siblings or relatives? Yes 

Based on the above evidence and additional evidence that will be revealed later in this report, I 
am reasonably convinced Rev. Marcus E. Carter should be connected to the family of Caleb 
Sr. and his wife; Phoebe (WILLIAMS) Carter. 

As I unfold the parentage of Marcus' wife; Marena (CARTER), Rev. Valentine S. Carter, Rev. 
James Allen Carter, some of the pieces will fall into place offering answers as to their 
association and parentage. 
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I have taken the time to do this report to allow you, the reader, to understand my thought 
processes. By emulating the methods I have used to knock down my brick walls, you can also 
crumble the brick walls of your ancestors. 

Yes, it takes time, yes it is complicated, but knowing all you can find out about these ancestors' 
makes it easier when you take a road trip to the locale they inhabited. Knowing who, what, 
when and where to look for supporting records will be easier when you have done your 
homework. 

Rev. Valentine S. Carter 

Valentine S. Carter born 7 January 1820 in Tennessee married Maleta "Letha" (EPPERSON) 
circa 1835-1839. Maleta born 19 November 1817 in Dickson, Tennessee daughter of Jesse & 
Rebecca (HESTER) Epperson. 

The marriage record of Valentine and Maleta has not been discovered, however there are 
some conclusions we can draw. 

Maleta's father Jesse is in the 1820 census of Dickson County, Tennessee establishing his 
children's birth residency until he moved to McMinn County by the 1830 census. Remember 
McMinn and Monroe counties were created on the same day in 1819. 

Dickson County was created in 1803 and is way up near the northern portion of the state. Due 
to their rich iron ore mines, this county was robust and very active. After the discovery of gold 
down in Monroe County, I imagine Jesse Epperson being familiar with mining, decided to 
move his family like so many in the area down to McMinn County. 

Maybe gold was not his motivation but nevertheless he is in McMinn County, which is a long 
way from Dickson County by 1830. He is living with wife and family with little 13-year-old 
daughter; Maleta and next door to his son; Thomas Epperson born 1808 and his family on 
page 179. 

1 837-1 838 Marriage of Valentine and Maleta... 

I believe Valentine Carter and Maleta (EPPERSON) were married circa 1837-1838 and their 
son; Allen was their first born. However, I feel the 1840 census has deceived many 
researchers over the years believing Valentine and Maleta married 1832-1835 because in the 
1840 census showing two boys aged 5-9 year old. 

Taking in account Valentine was younger than Maleta and was born in 1820, he would not 
have been married at age 12 to15 as the boy's age suggests. These two boys were brothers of 
Valentine's and one of them was... James Allen Carter. 

Since no database has revealed the marriage date and location of this marriage then it is 
evident this would be a big key to solving Valentine's parentage. 
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Maleta's father; Jesse Epperson was in the 1830 McMinn County, Tennessee census and I 
checked the other "Carters" in McMinn County but no one appears to be the link to Valentine. 

Checking the church records of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, if they exist, in the 
surrounding counties of McMinn might hold that marriage record. 

However, Valentine's parents were living in Monroe County, I suspect Valentine courted 
Maleta, who probably also lived in Monroe County at the time of the marriage and married her 
in that dark period between the formation of Monroe County in 1819 and 1838 when they 
officially started keeping marriage records. 

Finding out when Jesse Epperson left McMinn County and when he bought land if he ever did 
in Monroe County, and when he bought land in Bradley County would give us a snapshot of 
his movements during that blackout time period. 

Looking for Carter Parents in all the wrong places... 

We would hope to find Carter families in close proximity in the 1830 McMinn County census. 
But there are only two Carter families; Charles and William Carter in the whole 1830 McMinn 
County census. 

Way over on page 155, Charles Carter born 1761-1770 aged 60-69 living with a 20 to 29 year 
old male... too old to be 10-year-old Valentine, and Charles is living next to William Carter 
whom is 20-29 years old and does have a son aged 5-9 that could be Valentine's age. 

This Charles Carter appears to be the revolutionary war soldier born 1767 in Virginia married 
in Virginia and received a pension. He appears to be no relation to the Greene County Carters. 
He remained in McMinn County where he died. 

William Carter, his son, married Sally (HARRISTON) in Jefferson County on 6 September 
1820. Since Valentine was born 7 January 1820 then these people are not his parents. This 
William and Sally moved to Mississippi by the 1850 census. Therefore, eliminating these two 
Carter's as potential parents of Valentine. 

This means Maleta (EPPERSON) did not marry a local Carter boy from McMinn County. 
Which leads us to the first place we find Valentine in the records and fortunately for us, he is 
living next to his father-in-law in the 1840 census of... you guessed it, Bradley County. 
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Their Little Georgia Sojourn... 

Before we delve into the census records again, something unusual happened to Valentine and 
Maleta...they married and moved to Murray County, Georgia. 

According to the census record of 1840, they had two boys living with them born between 
1831-1835. One of these boys disappeared before the 1840 census and the other didn't make 
it to the 1850 census. 

However, their son; Allen was born in Murray County, Georgia on 24 October 1839. After 
Allen's birth, Valentine is back in Bradley County living next door to his father-in-law; Jesse 
Epperson and family. 

One may ask, what would take them to Murray County, Georgia? That is a great question, as 
I'll explain. 

First of all, in 1828, gold was discovered in northwestern Georgia then called Cherokee 
County. As what happened to Monroe County, Tennessee, when gold was discovered there in 
1826, the same was repeated in Cherokee County, Georgia. 

In December 1832, the Georgia General Assembly designated the extreme northwestern 
corner of the state of Georgia as Murray County. 

Formerly part of Cherokee County, the area was named for a Georgia statesman from Lincoln 
County, Thomas W. Murray, a former speaker of the Georgia House. 

The area was in the heart of the Cherokee Nation at the time the boundary lines were drawn 
through their territory. Not waiting until after the Cherokees were removed in 1838-39, the 
white settlers entered the county in large numbers as they had done in Monroe County. 

Spring Place had been established in 1801 as a Moravian mission to the Cherokee and had 
been a post office since 1810 - the second oldest in North Georgia. Even before the Cherokee 
"Trail of Tears", (1838) the Americans who had drawn or purchased Murray County land lots of 
160 acres in the Georgia Land Lottery were pouring into the area 

This land lottery was held periodically as a method to legally steal Cherokee land. I wrote 
extensively concerning this issue in the book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, 
Tennessee " 2002 revised 2013 by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 

As it turns out, my research on that subject 13 years ago serves me well now, that I have 
tackled this Carter issue. 

The following are excerpts from the book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County, 
Tennessee ", page 53 
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Cherokee Land Lottery of 1 832 

"In 1828, Gold was discovered in the Georgia territory. But, there was one problem to the 
whites; it was on Cherokee land. . .again. 

The Georgian legislature had a problem with the American Government. The government had 
written treaties with the Cherokees and other Indian tribes promising that Georgia citizens 
would be contained and the lands belonging to the Cherokee would be a sovereign nation for 
the Cherokee peoples. 

After gold was discovered in Georgia in 1828, word spread like the wind and white men began 
to pour into the Georgia territory harassing the Cherokee peoples just like they had done in 
Monroe County. They would destroy crops, steal cattle and beat or kill the Cherokee people 
for possession of their lands. 

The Cherokees under Chief John Ross and others filed for regress through the courts and 
asked for relief from the marauding white settlers. There were several men in Congress who 
sympathized with the plight of the Indians and one of these men was David Crockett, 
Congressman from Tennessee. 

In fact, Davy lost his run for re-election because of his defense of Indian rights. After his defeat 
for re-election, bitter, he left Tennessee for Texas... ever hear of the Alamo? 

Like a snowball rolling downhill, events were gaining momentum that would change the lives of 
millions of people". 

The following from page 57... 

The Move to Georgia 

"Sometime between 1830-1832, Henry Pratt moved to Georgia and took up residence. 

The reason we know this... he gave Fort Oglethorpe 1 as his residence in the lottery drawing. If 
he actually lived there.. .is another story. 

I feel the reason he may have moved... the Cherokee national headquarters had been moved 
from Chota, Monroe County, TN to New Echota in Georgia. 

As the whites encroached onto Indian lands the safety of the Cherokees shifted from eastern 
Tennessee to northwestern Georgia. Maybe he was looking for gold. Maybe he was trying to 
find a safe haven for his family. 

According to previous treaties with other tribes, the Indians were supposed to be removed by 
peaceful means but Jackson decided they weren't leaving fast enough.

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He informed the Georgia legislature to 'light a fire under them' 

Georgia decided to appease the white settlers and gain access to all the Cherokee lands by 
what we now know as the Cherokee Land Lottery of 1832 . 

However, the lottery story begins in 1802, when President Thomas Jefferson wanted more 
land for expansion". 

The following from page 59... 

Partners in Crime 

"Georgia began abuses against the Indians with the blessing of the American government and 
commenced with the first land lottery in 1805, followed by 1807, 1820, 1821, 1827 and now 
1832 systematically stealing the 5 Nation Tribe's land and property. 

The only requirement needed to participate in the 1832-land lottery. . .you had to have been a 
resident of Georgia for at least three years . 

Based on this requirement, I feel Henry Pratt and family had moved from Monroe County to 
Georgia or. . .claimed they did. 



Many researchers are mistaken and thought you had to serve in the American Revolution, in 
order to participate but this assumption is in error. 

"The Cherokee Land Lottery " by James F. Smith (1838) forward: 2 

"While the surveying was being carried out, those persons who had lived in Georgia three 
years immediately prior to the Acts of the General Assembly, registered to draw in the Lottery 
in their counties of residence. 

Their names, together with the numbers of the lots and districts, were sent to Milledgeville, 
then the capital of the state, and on specified days tickets from two wheels or drums were 
drawn simultaneously, one from the wheel holding the name tickets and one from the drum 
holding the land lot tickets. 

In this way, a person knew which lot he had drawn and if he subsequently paid to the state a 
grant fee of $18.00, a grant was issued to the lot he had drawn. This grant from the State of 
Georgia was his title to the lot and from that time he could do whatever he wished with his 
property, although the state did not require that he live on it or cultivate it. " 

This Lottery dissolved the lands of the Cherokee, which once stretched, to the Ohio River. 



2 " The Cherokee Land Lottery" by James F. Smith (1838) Georgia Genealogical Reprints, Vidalia, Georgia, forward 
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Henry Pratt, David Harmon, Jesse Carter Sr. (Henry's father-in-law), Robert Carter, Jesse 
Carter Jr., were all participants in the drawing. 

This requirement of being a resident of Georgia for 3 years puts forth an interesting question. 

Was this Henry Pratt who is listed as residing at Hargrove's District at Oglethorpe our Henry 
Pratt of Monroe County, TN.? 

Fort Oglethorpe is located a few miles south of Chattanooga and a few miles north of New 
Echota the National Cherokee capital located in Georgia. 

It appears that since Henry's father-in-law and brother-in-law were involved in the lottery, he 
may have also participated on their recommendation . 

Therefore, his residence at the time of the drawing in 1832 was the northwest quadrant of 
Georgia, the headquarters of the Cherokee nation . 

One of the stipulations of the lottery was the recipients could not take possession of the land 
until the present inhabitants (Cherokees) vacated the property. The white lottery winners 
dismissed the rules and began taking possession immediately. 

This led to violent removal of the Indians so that the white men could take possession. Indians 
were removed forcibly without their belongings and driven from their homes by bayonet. 

Chief John Ross filed a lawsuit in Federal Court to regain his properties and when he got back 
from Washington he found white lottery winners occupying his home, selling his livestock, 
running his ferry with his family was forced to live in two rooms of the house waiting for his 
return. 

Jackson's arrogance and contempt for the law was equaled by the fraudulent promises he 
made to the 5 Civilized Tribes before, during and after the removal. 

He knew when he promised food, clothing and supplies by treaty to the Indians that it would 
take several years for those treaties to be ratified by Congress. In the meantime, disposed 
Cherokees and others were without those supplies waiting for Congress to act. 

But Georgia was only a glimpse of the atrocities that were to take place against the Indians in 
a few short years. 

What makes this of importance to our research of Henry Pratt is in order to understand his 
movements, locations and attitude we have to understand the political climate at that time. 

On the next page you can see the location of the drawing for Henry Pratt and the Carters. 

Henry's homeland was in Tennessee and the lottery put him over close to South & North 
Carolina. 
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Did Henry ever take possession of the land? I think not. I have written to the counties where 
those records are kept inquiring about his purchase and they have found no record of his filing 
the required $18.00 fee. 

Since Henry's drawing was so faraway from his native home, I don't think he ever took 
possession of the property otherwise we Missouri Pratts would have all been born in 
Georgia . 

The Georgia militia arrested even missionaries who were helping the Indians and contrary to 
the federal laws of the government, the Georgians made new laws to suit their purposes, 
which was to eradicate the natives from Georgia territory. 

The Georgia Militia ran off all the Cherokees and other tribes by bayonet and Henry had to flee 
back into Tennessee for safety. 

The reason I think they moved back to Monroe County was due to the environment and 
political unrest in Georgia concerning the whites brutal removal of the Cherokees. 

A hostile atmosphere was not conducive to raising children in a safe environment. 

By 1832, the Henry Pratt family consisted of Henry age 32 and Nancy age 28 and Susan age 
11, James age 10, Lorenda age 4/5, unknown son 2/6, unknown son, 2/6, Nancy Maria age 
2/3 and newborn Alexander. 

Concerns for his family's safety would have prompted Henry to move back among the Carter 
in-laws of Monroe Co., TN." 

Carters and Eppersons... 

Checking the participants in thisl 832 Lottery I did not find Marcus, Valentine Carter or Jesse 
Epperson listed as any of the lottery winners. However, because of the death certificate of 
Valentine's son; Allen, the informant stated he was born in Murray County, Georgia. This 
location is supported in the subsequent census records for Allen Carter. 

This means Valentine and/or Jesse, his father-in-law, did move after Valentine's marriage 
location, I suspect Monroe County, Tennessee to Murray County, Georgia and returned to 
newly created Bradley County (1836) by the 1840 census. 

1836 Creation of Bradley County, Tennessee 

Bradley County, Tennessee was created on May 2, 1836, from Cherokee Native lands. 
Swindled by dishonest legislators and treaty makers, using fraudulent and worthless treaties, 
the Cherokee peoples where pushed from their homes in eastern Tennessee into northern 
Georgia. 
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Forced from Georgia also by dishonest legislators, the Cherokee people eventually were 
confined in concentration camps in Bradley County before their forced march known as "The 
Trail of Tears". 

Bradley County's unique history includes the home of the Cherokee Nation, known an Echota, 
(see the map on page 7) who's last Eastern Capitol is now known as Red Clay State Historical 
Park. It is an interpreted site certified by the National Trail of Tears Association and stands as 
a reminder of the spot where they were notified of their tragic journey ahead.

Before we engage in the 1840 census, let's take a look at the potential parents of Valentine 
Carter in the 1830 census. Since we have dismissed the two Carters in McMinn County and 
Bradley County had not been created, as of yet, it appears Valentine's parents had to be living 
in the nearby county to Monroe. 

After all, Valentine had to live close to the Jesse Epperson family in order to court his 
daughter; Maleta after 1835. I suspect they were actually married when Valentine was over 15 
(1835) and before Allen's birth in 1839. 

So, in order to discover Valentine's parents, let's take a look at the potential candidates of the 
1830 census of Monroe County. 

Potential Parents of Valentine S. Carter... 

One of the inherent problems with these old census records is not knowing the inhabitants 
placement in relation to the county's borders. Later, the counties were divided into townships, 
which gave us a basic locale of where our ancestors were living. 

However, when they are lumped together as in Monroe County under the title... Regiment 67 or 
Regiment 98, the two listed for Monroe County, one way to help pinpoint their residency is to 
coordinate the Carter deed records with the neighbors thus helping to locate their residency. 

However, checking the deeds is almost as tedious a task as the one I am about to engage. 
Therefore, let's look at the potential Carter parents of 10-year-old Valentine in the 67 th 
Regiment.

There you have it, no less that 23 Carters in Monroe County with 14 potential candidates. At 
least we know where Valentine's parents were living and we have only 14 good candidates. 
Now we have to eliminate each and every one of these men to arrive at our best guess. 

Knowing the history of Marcus, Marena, Valentine and James and the eventual convergence in 
the 1860 census of Crawford County, Missouri, lends us to believe they had close or frequent 
associations while living in Tennessee. 

Marcus shows up on page 112 in-between a large Carter nest on pages 110, 111 and 113. 
These people were neighbors and DID associate among themselves. Therefore, I imagine 10- 
year-old Valentine and his newly born brother James Allen Carter are living among them. 

The smoking gun, that has triggered this investigation into these men's parentage, was an 
article I read that started... "Carter Trim was a Minister from the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South while in Monroe County, Tennessee before he left the area for Bradley County in 1850." 

This led me to believe, knowing who Carter Trimm was, that it was not coincidental that 
Marcus, Valentine and James became Methodist Ministers, but they were influenced by family 
members back in Monroe County, Tennessee. 

Based on that foundation, I arrived at a conclusion as to their parentage. But, at this stage of 
my investigation I could change my mind and decide I was wrong and the indicators could lead 
me to a different family. 

So, instead of me telling you whom I think their parents were, I am going to unfold this drama 
step by step and if I am lucky, arrive at the conclusion I concluded long ago. 
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Will the real parents of Valentine S. Carter please manifest yourself?... 

#1 The first potential parent on our list is page 82, Jesse Carter Sr. who is my 4 th GGrandfather 
and as mentioned before, his will does not name Valentine as a son. 

#2 George Carter born 1801-1810 on page 92 and #3 John Carter born 1781-1790 I can't 
seem to identify. 

#4 Margaret Carter born 1771-1780 on page 104 is the Margaret ( ) Carter that married a 

John Carter circa 1795 that had children Bailey, Robert B., William, Mary Elizabeth, Henry J., 
Jane Crockett and Isaac as documented in her estate and court records. She's the one 
associated with Samuel Rowan family and died in 1864 in Monroe County. I wrote an article on 
her titled " John & Margaret ( ) Carter. . .Who Are They?" By Floyd Thomas Pratt 
F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 28 September 2010 

Note... children did not usually back in those days, leave their parents and move to points west 
until their parents were dead or at least the survivor was well taken care of. Therefore, I expect 
as in Marcus' case, his father; Caleb Carter Sr. died between 1840-1850 and his mother; 
Phoebe (WILLIAMS) Carter was living with her son Lewis or Louis in Monroe County, when 
she died between 1850-1860. 

I also expect Valentine and Maleta (EPPERSON) Carter's parents to have died before they 
moved to Missouri in 1859. That is why they delayed their trip until after their responsibility to 
their parent's well-being was fulfilled. 

Also, Valentine and his brother; James Allen Carter are in harmony as to where their parents 
were born. In the 1880 census they both stated their parents were born in Tennessee, even 
though Valentine was living in Crawford County and James was living in Texas County, 
Missouri. 

This indicates any and all potential parents listed in the 1830 census must have been 
born in Tennessee otherwise they do not fit the criteria of these boys' parents. 

#5 The next in that nest on page 110 listing Micajah Carter as a potential parent. Micajah born 
6 June 1793 son of Joseph Jr. and Phoebe (HARMON) Carter. Micajah married Elizabeth 
"Betsy" (PRICE) on 12 December 1814 in Greene County. Micajah died 1832-1835 with John 
Key handling the estate. In the estate papers all of Micajah heirs are listed and Valentine or 
James are not among them. 

#6 Next is Allen Carter on page 110. More about him later. 

#7 Jabish or Gabish Carter on page 110 is the brother of Micajah Carter. And their parents; 
Joseph Jr. was born in Virginia and their mother; Phoebe was born in Maryland. Therefore, his 
parents do not meet the Tennessee criteria. 
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#8 On the same page is Henderson C. Carter born 1800 son of Jesse Sr. and Susanna 
(HARMON) Carter married Matilda (TRIMM) circa 1819. That boy age 5-9 is their son; Jesse 
R. Carter. 

On page 111 none of those Carters has a boy the right age. 

#9 On page 112 we have Aaron who married circa 1816-1820 and was living next to Marcus E. 
Carter. I still can't identify this man yet and none of those on ancestry.com can either. 
However, he does not seem to fit the criteria for Valentine and James' father since he only has 
one son listed. 

I suspect his middle name was Aaron because he didn't remain in Monroe County for the 1840 
census and we don't really know what happened to him. He could be one of those Aaron's in 
the 1850 Mississippi census. 

#10 On page 1 13, we have Caleb Carter Sr., whom I believe is Marcus E. Carter's father and 
he has a son the right age for Valentine. However, Caleb and Phoebe quit having children after 
Marcus was born in 1806. 

So, all these children listed with them obviously belong to that woman aged 20-29 living with 
them. All of Caleb's children are married and have left the house by this census so apparently; 
this woman is either a daughter or a daughter-in-law. 

Also, checking each of Caleb's children, they all lived beyond the 1830 census; so thinking she 
could be a widowed Carter daughter-in-law doesn't fit. She could be one of Phoebe's relatives. 
Therefore, it would be a cruel twist of fate that one of those boys was Valentine Carter... but I 
don't think so. Moving on. 

None of the Carters in the 98 th Regiment have any nests or association hints. Each one is an 
isolated individual family. 

#11 Samuel Carter born 1781-1790 is not the son of Nathaniel & Hannah (COCHRAN) Carter. 
Their Samuel is in the 1830 Greene County census. So, I don't know who this Samuel is. 

#12 Isaac Carter born 1781-1790 this Isaac Carter fits as the son of John A. Jr. or the 1 st and 
Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter. However, it appears no one knows anything about him. 

#13 Amos Carter born 1791-1800 cannot identify this man. 

#14 John Carter born 1781-1790 cannot identify this man. 

It appears the Carters in the 98 th Regiment are not related to Valentine or James. But let's take 
a hard look at #6 in great detail. 
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Allen & Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter Family 

Now, this report is really going to get interesting. There are some coincidences that can't be 
dismissed and I think you are going to be really surprised as to some of my conclusions. 

Allen Carter born 24 January 1791 on Lick Creek, Greene County, North Carolina before 
Tennessee became a State (1793), son of John Jr. or 2 nd & Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter. 
Allen's exact birth date was from his father's 1832-pension application. 

1832 Pension Application

Sarah b 3 Jul 1789; Albert or Allen b 24 Jan 1791 ; Rebeckah b 20 May 1793; John, b 10 Jul 
1795; Bearsheba b 25 Jul 1797; Metilday b 6 Aug 1799; Caty b 20 Jan 1802; Elam b 9 Mar 
1805 & Ezekiel b 7 Sep 1807 

Allen married Elizabeth (TRIMM) in Greene County, Tennessee Marriage Record Book 
#1446: Allin Carter and Elizabeth (TRIMM) were married 29 July 1811. Sureties: Jacob Carter 
and Stephen Harmon. 

Elizabeth (TRIMM) was born 1795-1800 near Lick Creek, Greene County, North Carolina 
daughter of James Henderson and Martha (BALDWIN) Trimm. 

After their marriage they began to raise a large family in Greene County. I believe their 
oldest daughter is Susanna "Sally" Marena (CARTER) born 29 January 1812 in Greene 
County future wife of Rev. Marcus E. Carter. 

This explains why all three families of Rev. Marcus E. Carter, Rev. Valentine S. Carter and 
Rev. James Allen Carter merged into Crawford County, Missouri in the 1860 census. Marcus 
and James were living next door to one another in Boone Township. 

James was living next door to his brother-in-law; Marcus Carter. Valentine was living in Boone 
Township, Crawford County next to Liberty Township. 

So, Marcus Carter was the brother-in-law of Valentine and James. This explains close family 
connections and associations. Remember, previously I mentioned that Elizabeth's brother; 
Carter Trim was a Methodist Episcopal minister in Monroe County before he moved to Bradley 
County? Now you know why the Trimm family had such an influence on these Carter families. 

Meanwhile, back to their parents; Allen and Elizabeth first show up in the Boyer's 

book. .. inhabitants of Monroe County, Tennessee before 1830 ", page 160, Allen Carter 

1821,1825,1826 and 1828. 
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Since Allen moved down to Monroe County, from Greene County where he was born, shortly 
after Monroe County was organized in 1819, indicates he moved there before the gold 
discovery of 1826. Checking the deed books of Monroe County from 1820 on might reveal 
when and where he bought property. 

Checking all my resources, no one seems to know much about Allen and Elizabeth's children. 
Some think there were a Charles Carter and a Hamilton Carter and an Allen Jr. However, the 
Allen Jr. is the only one where we have a birth date of 1823. That means from the time Allen 
and Elizabeth were married in 181 1 to 1823 we don't know who was born or when. 

So, by placing Susanna "Sally" Marena's birth in 1812, Valentine's in 1820 and James' in 1830 
seems like a good fit, let's take a look at the 1830 census. 

Remember, Marena eloped to Roane County and married Marcus in 1826, so she is on page 
112 with her family near her parents who are on page 110. 

Something about census takers... 

When we see people in the old census records living side by side or on the next page, this is 
not a good indicator as to where they actually lived in relation to each other. 

The census taker would go from house to house only when the terrain of the landscape 
permitted ease of travel. If a stream, creek, gully, mountain, hill, river, cliff or any obstacle 
prevented them from continuing a straight line of recording, they would often finish up in the 
area they had easy access, then on the next day travel across those obstacles and record the 
inhabitants across the road or creek. 

This is why two people living side-by-side as the deed records indicate, show up on census 
records sometimes pages apart. About the best we can assume was they were living in the 
same area and associated with one another.

They are living next door a few doors down from James Carter (Jesse Carter Sr.'s son); 
Micajah Carter (Rev. Joseph Carter's son) and Rev. Carter Trimm, (Elizabeth (TRIM) Carter's 
brother); Jabash Carter (Rev. Joseph Carter's son), Henderson Carter (Jesse Carter Sr.'s 
son). 
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In the 1830 census alone, Allen and Elizabeth are showing 5 sons and 4 daughters that's nine 
children of which we can verify only 1, (Allen Jr.). All the rest assigned to this family, including 
my Marena, Valentine and James is speculation. 

However, due to the multiple ministers from several Carter and Trimm families indicates a 
strong desire in our heroes to administer the gospel and take up the vocation. 

What happens next, is the reason so many researchers have had a hard time with Allen and 
Elizabeth's research. Other then being mentioned in his father's pension application in 1832, 
we have Allen's father's will in 1837. 

1837 Father's Will of John Carter Jr. 

Probate Will, Greene, Tennessee, United States, p1275, 7 September 1837 
CARTER, John wife Elizabeth, witness: Benjamin Carter, Allen Carter, Ezekiel Carter . 
John Carter proved 1 March 1847 Wife, Elizabeth, gets everything. Nothing to be taken away 
from her by children. Will dated: 7 September 1837. Witnesses: Benjamin Carter, Allen Carter, 
Ezekiel Carter , Vincant Anderson. Signed: John Carter 

Notice not only Allen is named as a son, but Ezekiel Carter is also named as a son. This is the 
same Ezekiel Carter that Marcus accompanied to Newton County, Missouri circa 1845-1850. 
In other words, Ezekiel was Marcus' wife...Marena's cousin. 

Both of Allen's parents died in Greene County, father; John died 10 September 1845 and his 
mother; Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter died 4 June 1847. 

Since Allen's mother's maiden name was Allen that's where he got his name and passed it 
down to son; Allen Jr. and son; James Allen Carter. Also, Marcus named one of his sons; 
Isaac Allen Carter and Valentine named his oldest son; Allen Carter. 

Some have claimed Allen and Elizabeth moved to Hawkins County by the 1840 census. 
However, this is where it gets messy. 

There is no Allen Carter in the 1840 Hawkins County, Tennessee census. There is only one 
Carter... Benjamin Carter born 1781-1790 and my files have 3 Benjamin Carters so I don't 
know whom this is. 

There is an Allen Carter born 1815 in the 1850 Hawkins County census but this is Allen Jr. 
supposedly son of Allen and Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter. 

Also, there is an Allen S. Carter in the 1840 census of Stewart County, Tennessee but it is 
unclear if this is our Allen. 

Allen Carter Jr. eventually made it to Hawkins County in the 1850 census marrying a 
Temperance "Tempy" Ann (DERRICK) daughter of John and Mary (WINSTEAD) Derrick. 
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What is interesting is Allen and Tempy named a daughter; Letha and if you remember, 
Valentine's wife's; Maleta " Letha " (EPPERSON) Carter's nickname was Letha. Therefore, this 
is another example of a family connection between Valentine and Allen and Elizabeth (TRIMM) 
Carter. 

It appears Allen and Elizabeth may have died between 1830 and the 1840 census, since we 
have lost them after that. If the Allen S. Carter is our guy, then why did his son Allen Jr. move, 
live and die in Hawkins County, Tennessee? I don't think the Allen Carter in Stewart County is 
our guy since Stewart County is on the opposite side of the state hugging the border of 
Kentucky. 

Allen and Elizabeth spent from 1821 to 1830+ in Monroe County so, I don't think they would 
run up to Stewart County and leave family and friends. 

Nevertheless, after Valentine gets married 1835-1839 he forms a strong bond with father-in- 
law; Jesse Epperson, I think they both moved to Murray County, Georgia and realizing they did 
not meet the residency requirements, or, they weren't going to get rich finding gold, decided to 
move back to Tennessee to the newly created county of Bradley in time for the 1840 census.

Are there any other Carter's living in close proximity in 1840 Bradley County? Yes and no 

On the previous page 51 is Jesse Epperson's son; Thomas and his family. Notice the 5-9 year 
old boy in Valentine's household, none of the other trees can figure who he is... with their 
parents gone, 10-year-old James Allen Carter is living with his brother in the 1840 census!!! 

During 1840-1850 Valentine's in-laws died... probably closer to 1850. Valentine gave to the 
trustees of the Methodist Episcopal Church South land for the use of a church.

Someone sent me a copy of this deed so I never got to search Bradley County records, looking 
for Carter, Epperson, Harmon and Blanton land transactions. One should check for a will or 
estate record of Allen or his wife Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter. Therefore, these records need to 
be searched in order to find more family history treasures. 

With the gift of this property, why did Valentine leave Bradley County and head to Crawford 
County, Missouri? We will try to answer that question and more. 

However, before we engage the convergence process, we need to offer alternative parents for 
Marcus' wife; Susanna "Susan" Marena (CARTER) Carter. Seems there is a problem with the 
parents I have placed her with in this report. 
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Parents of Susanna "Susan" Marena (CARTER) Carter... 

Several days before I began this report, my good friend and research associate Bob Watson, 
whom I consider as conscience as myself when it comes to Carter family history research, 
suggested maybe Marcus and Valentine were brothers. 

I was quick to point out Marcus and Marena's daughter; Narcissus married Valentine and 
Maleta "Letha" son; Allen Carter and as first cousins I don't think their families being ministers 
of the gospel would have sanctioned the marriage. 

However, by placing Marena in Allen Sr.'s family with brother; Valentine this placement also 
makes Allen and Narcissus first cousins. 

Maybe we should look at alternative parents for Marena since I am relatively sure Marcus 
belongs to Caleb Sr. and Valentine and James belongs to Allen Sr.'s family. 

I am not saying Marena does not belong to Allen Sr.'s family, I am saying maybe we should 
look a little harder into her possible family relationships. 

Marriage association... 

First place I want to look at are the marriage records of Roane County at around the time 
Marcus and Marena were married in 1826. 

Maybe some of the other Carters getting married at about the same time may have been her 
brothers and sisters. 

After studying Marcus and Susanna's marriage record is does look like she is listed as 
Susanna and maiden name a Carter. Since she was married at age 14, would indicate she 
may not have been the baby of the family and could have had older siblings. 

Therefore, a range of 10 years on each side of her marriage would be of interest to us.

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One of the first things we notice; Susanna and George are married on the same day, indicating 
a family double wedding. 

Checking the trees on ancestry.com we will need to look at each of these couples and hope 
someone has determined their parentage. 

#1 Susanna (CARTER) born 1795 in Washington County, North Carolina died 1862 in Polk 
County, Missouri daughter of Joseph 1749-1819 and Nancy 1758-1840 (MENEFEE) Carter. 

#2 George Carter brother to #1 Susanna, born 1786 in Tennessee, died 1863 in Benton 
County, Missouri. Son of Joseph 1749-1819 and Nancy 1758-1840 (MENEFEE) Carter. 

After looking at the family trees on ancestry.com of the above, I found no son; Marcus or 
daughter; Susanna Marena (CARTER). 

#3 Jesse Carter unfortunately there is only one tree one ancestry.com and they list no dates or 
parentage. Checking the 1850 census I could not identify this family. 

#4 Caleb Carter born 1796 Montgomery County, Virginia died 22 Nov 1861 in Bois D'Arc, 
Center Number 3 Twp, Greene County, Missouri son of Thomas Chattin 1763-1822 and 
Elizabeth 1762-1847 (MORGAN) Carter. See Find A Grave Memorial* 5148557. 

Checking both trees no son; Marcus or daughter; Susanna Marena (CARTER). 

#5 Thomas Ferguson Carter brother to #4 born 1805 Wythe County, Virginia died 1876 
Lexington, Kentucky, son of Thomas Chattin 1763-1822 and Elizabeth 1762-1847 (MORGAN) 
Carter. 

Checking both trees no son; Marcus or daughter; Susanna Marena (CARTER). 

#6 Rachel (CARTER) born 1803 in Virginia died 1858 in Roane County, Tennessee. No one 
on ancestry.com seems to know her parentage. Checking Family Tree no one seems to know 
anything about her parentage... dead-end. 

#7 Phillip Pendleton Carter born 1806 in Virginia died unknown, son of Joseph and Catherine 
(AMMON) Carter (even though this tree states his parents, there are problems with the 
children's birth dates so I don't think this is correct... dead-end. 

I Think we've Got Something here... 

#8 Moses Looney Carter for those of you who are following Marcus and Marena's family this 
marriage should ring a bell. Marcus and Marena named a son Joseph McCarroll Carter see 
Find A Grave Memorial* 62986530. Since Moses married Cynthia (MCCARROLL) in 1831 
let's hope somebody on ancestry.com knows something about this family. 
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Moses Looney Carter born 1814 Lenoir City, Loudon County, Tennessee died 1883 in Polk 
County, Missouri. Son of John B. 1793-1864 and Margaret Jane 1795-1838 (MCCARROLL) 
Carter. John B. Carter is a brother to #1 and #2 above. 

Jane 1 795-1 838 (MCCARROLL) Carter is the daughter of James 1 728-1 91 3 and Margaret 
1758-1819 (MCKIBBEN) McCarrell. 

Moses wife; Cynthia Isabella (MCCARROLL) Carter born 1812 in Tennessee and died 1892 in 
Cedar County, Missouri daughter of William 1791-1842 and Elizabeth "Betsy" (WHITE) 
McCarroll. 

Now on Family Tree they paint a different picture. They say Moses Looney Carter is the son of 
John A. Ill 1795-1864 and Margaret Jane 1795-1838 (MCARRELL) Carter. John A. Ill Carter 
is the son of John A. II or Jr. and Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter; Marcus' uncle and aunt. 

Family tree also states this John A. Ill married Margaret circa 1811 in Lenoir City, Loudon 
County, Tennessee, which I can not find a marriage record. I had in my records John A. Ill 
married Elizabeth Besty (DIXON) in Greene County in 1816, but I am not sure it was John A. 
III. 

There are so many John Carter's in eastern Tennessee it is confusing trying to figure out who 
has the right John married to the right woman with the right children. 

According to Family Tree the John A. Carter PID# LCRM-5ZM 
https://familysearch.org/tree/#view=ancestor&person=LCRM-5ZM 

whom married Margaret Jane 1795-1838 (MCCARROLL) Carter PID# KLBD-ZQ3 is the son of 
Joseph 1749-1819 and Nancy 1758-1840 (MENEFEE) Carter. 

However, John's dates match what I have been using for John A. Ill Carter son of John A. II or 
Jr. and Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter. 

I do show a John Carter age 30-39 in Roane County, Tennessee 1830 census with spouse 
age 30-39 and another female 70-79 who apparently died in Roane County after the 1860 
census. 

If the McCarroll family is connected to Marena or just good friends, one can only speculate as 
to why she named a son; Joseph McCarroll Carter. 

If Marena is the daughter of Allen and Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter and sister to Valentine and 
James, then husband Marcus could have been a first cousin. However, back in those days, 
marriage between first cousins was not frowned upon as it is in today's society. 

I still think she belongs to Allen and Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter and all those cousins and 
relatives were instruments in the great convergence of Crawford County, Missouri. 
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Countdown to Convergence... 

So let's recap what we do know at this point. 

[1] John Jr. or the 2 nd ...son of John Sr. or the 1 st and Hannah Dorcas (COPE) Carter married 
Mary Elizabeth (ALLEN) in 1783 in Surry County, North Carolina. 

[2] John Jr. and Elizabeth (ALLEN) Carter had the following verifiable children; 

(1) Isaac born 1784; 

(2) Jacob Sr. born 1786 married Mary "Polly" (GUFFIE) in 1808, remained in Greene 
County; 

(3) Benjamin N. born 1787 married Betsy (GREEN) in 1831, remained in Greene County; 

(4) Sarah "Sally" (CARTER) born 1789 married John "Jack" Weston; 

(5) Allen Sr. born 1791 married Elizabeth (TRIMM) moved from Greene County, to 
Monroe County in 1821 ; 

(6) Rebecca Eleanor (CARTER) born 1793 married Samuel Jackson Keller in 1815 
remained in Greene County; 

(7) John A. Ill born 1795 married 1 st Elizabeth "Betsy" (DIXON) in 1816 2 nd Nancy Agnes 
(SIMMS) in 1842 moved to Roane County circa 1830; 

(8) Bathsheba (CARTER) born 1797 married David Campbell in 1818 moved from 
Greene County, Tennessee circa 1847-1848 to Crawford County then Pulaski 
County, Missouri; 

(9) Matilda "Matildy" (CARTER) born 1799 married Robert Cate in 1824 moved from 
Greene County to McMinn County then to Bradley County by 1850, then to Barry 
County, Missouri by 1860. 

(10) Catherine "Caty" (CARTER) born 1802 married Herman McKey in 1819; 

(11) Elam born 1805 married Sarah (SMITH) in 1836 remained in Greene County moved to 
Arkansas; 

(12) Ezekiel born 1807 married 1 st Mary (LYNCH) in 1828 2 nd Rhoda (MUNSEY) Weems 
in 1844-1845 moved from Greene County to Benton Twp, Newton County, 
Missouri with niece and nephew-in-law; Marcus E. and Susanna "Sally" Marena 
(CARTER) Carter. 

It appears the parents of Rev. Marcus E. Carter are Caleb Jr. and Phoebe (WILLIAMS) Carter 
both born in Greene County moved to Monroe County where they died; Caleb between 1840- 
1850 and Phoebe 1850-1860. 

Marcus being born in Greene County in 1806 moved with his parents in 1820-1826 to Monroe 
County probably through Roane County, courted Susanna "Sally" Marena (CARTER) born 
1812 daughter of Allen and Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter also of Monroe County. Marcus and 
Marena eloped in 1826 and married in Roane County. 

Living close to his and her parents in Monroe County, I mean pages apart in the 1830 census, 
they begin a large family. 
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Marena's parents; Allen and Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter die sometime after the 1830 census 
and before the 1840 census. 

Marena's little brother, Valentine S. Carter born 1820 in Greene County begins a courtship in 
the latter part of the 1830's with neighboring McMinn County girl named Maleta "Letha" 
(EPPERSON) born 1817 daughter of Jesse and Rebecca (HESTER) Epperson from Dickson 
County, Tennessee. 

By the way, I feel the S. initial in Valentine's middle name stands for Sevier. Not only is there a 
Sevier County on the way from Greene to Monroe but also, John Sevier was the Governor of 
the failed state of Franklin and he as a motivating factor in white settlement of eastern 
Tennessee. 

Valentine and Maleta are married circa 1837 and because of the previous discovery of gold in 
Murray County, Georgia, they probably moved with his father-in-law; Jesse Epperson and 
family down to Murray County where their son; Allen is born in 1839. 

Tennessee creates a new county; Bradley in 1836 and many decide to buy cheap land. 

At around the same time (1837), the government sends 7000 troops and volunteers into 
Monroe and the surrounding counties to gather, detain, imprison and confine in concentration 
camps all known native Americans, including all known tribes regardless of tribe 
affiliation... especially targeting the Cherokees. 

This action is to "protect" the natives and send them 800 to 1000 miles west to a land no one 
wants called Indian Territory now known as Oklahoma. This "removal" procedure has worked 
well in the past for the government. Although the natives are a peaceful people, our 
government feels it is in the best interest of the natives to remove them for their protection and 
the white "pioneers" begin to seize their property and lands. 

Henry Pratt a Cherokee by birth and his wife; Nancy (CARTER) daughter of Jesse Sr. & 
Susanna (HARMON) Carter are one of those unfortunate families who are eradicated from 
their home in 1838 and forced on the "Trail of Tears". 

Nancy (CARTER) Pratt, cousin to Marcus E. Carter, her father Jesse Sr. being Marcus' uncle. 

Henry and Nancy "jump" the trail in southern Crawford County and following the creeks 
northward 10-12 miles settling in the extreme eastern section of Crawford County later 
redistricted into Washington County, Missouri. 

By the 1840 census, Marcus, Valentine and his brother; 10-year-old James Allen who is living 
with Valentine, including father-in-law; Jesse Epperson are all living in close proximity in newly 
created Bradley County, Tennessee. 
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By 1845-1846, Marena's cousin Ezekiel Carter decides to go to Missouri with Marcus and 
Marena accompanying him on the journey. Ezekiel loses his 1 st wife; Mary (LYNCH) Carter in 
1845 in Greene County and heads westward to Missouri with Marcus and family. 

With the newly created state of Missouri in 1821, there are many people needing the comfort 
and assurances a faith-based minister can offer in the wilderness of Missouri. I feel a call to 
service was the motivating factor for Marcus and Marena's move. 

After the 1840 census, Valentine's in laws; Jesse and Rebecca (HESTER) Epperson die in 
Bradley County. 

Mary (LYNCH)'s parents; James Jr. and Elizabeth (PRATT) Lynch according to his obituary, 
left Greene County and moved to Pulaski County, Missouri in 1841. 

It appears, like most children back in the pioneer days, when the parents die off, they moved to 
a new locale. James Pratt Senior died between 1830 and 1840 census in Greene County, 
Tennessee. 

James Lynch Junior's family moved to Pulaski County, Missouri, whereas their son, Calvin 
Vilander Lynch met the widow Artimesaia Matilda (WILLIAMS) Pinnell in Washington County 
and married around 1847-1849 and he moved to District 24, Crawford, Missouri, United States 
near his Pratt relatives at Vilander. 

Valentine and Maleta raise a large family in Bradley County. 

Also, in 1849, Jesse Carter Sr. moved from Regiment 27, Monroe County, Tennessee to 23 
Subdivision of East Tennessee, McMinn County, Tennessee. It appears this move was 
precipitated on the fact the Cherokees had been removed from prime farmland in McMinn 
County and the Carter's wanted to capitalize on their misfortune. 

Also, strange, when, Henry & Nancy were forced on the "Trail of Tears" her parents didn't go 
with them. I explain Jesse's reasoning for this in the book, " Henry Pratt Family of Greene 
County, Tennessee " © (2003) (2001) revised 3 rd Edition 2013 by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., 
M.A.G.I. 

James Allen Carter 

Valentine's brother; James Allen Carter was born 1830 in Regiment 67, Monroe County, 
Tennessee living with Valentine in the 1840 census began courting Magenia Emiline 
(PATTERSON) circa 1848-1849 and they married. Emeline uses Emeline in all the census 
records but the 1870 census records her as Maggenia. 

I believe her name was really Magdalena and could have been Mary Magdalena Emeline. 

Internet sources recorded her maiden name as (PATTERSON) born in Nashville, Davidson 
County, Tennessee married in that locale. First checking the Bradley County Pattersons I did 
not find any with a daughter aged 7 years old in the 1840 census. 
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Switching my research to Davidson County in the 1840 census, there are numerous (9) 
Pattersons. However only a few has a 7-year-old daughter. 

No one on ancestry.com had a clue to her identity and my sources are mute on the subject. 
Until one of her descendants start their family history research I can't get further than 
Nashville. 

After Valentine donates the land for the church in 1849, he and James are in the 1850 census 
of Bradley County. There are a few pages difference.

But I did not see any Patterson families in the area. 

It appears Valentine and James have not taken up the calling for the ministry as of this date. 
They are both listed as farmers, but they still could have been ordained ministers. 

James and Valentine remain in the area until they make their move to Missouri. Strange, in the 
1860 census James says they moved to Missouri between 1850-1852 and Valentine in the 
1860 census says they moved to Missouri between 1857-1859. This is based on the birth 
location of their children, which could be in error. 

The Great Convergence to Missouri... 

This is it, the great convergence that ties all these families together. Was it Marcus who wrote 
back to Valentine and told him about Missouri? Was it his wife; Susanna "Sally" Marena 
(CARTER) Carter writing to her brothers; Valentine and James? Or was it Marena's distant 
cousin Nancy (CARTER) Pratt after her 2 nd marriage to Abraham Absalom Blanton in 1852 
asking them to come for a visit in Crawford County, Missouri? 

Another possibility, on 29 October 1853 Absalom and Nancy (CARTER) Pratt Blanton made a 
trip back to Monroe County to sell her portion of her inheritance from her deceased father; 
Jesse Carter Sr.'s estate. She sold land on Bat Creek in Monroe County to her brother; John 
Carter for $80. This deed of sale is recorded in the Monroe County, Tennessee Deed Record 
Book "O", Page 618, dated 29 October 1853.

Whatever, their reasons, Marcus living in Newton County, Missouri and by the 1860 census 
heads to Liberty Township, Crawford County where his brother-in-laws' Valentine and James 
have moved and are living.

Not only are there Carter families from Tennessee in this Liberty Township, Crawford County, 
Missouri census but also there are Wolf, Blanton and all manner of allied families in this 
census. 

One might ask, what was the draw to this area? Since it appears Henry and Nancy (CARTER) 
Pratt were here first to arrive in March 1839, when they jumped the "Trail of Tears", maybe 
Harden was on the "trail" also. However, Henry and Nancy were in Monroe County when they 
were forced to leave, and it looks like Harden was in Greene County when he left sometime 
before the 1840 census. 

I believe what happened as word from Missouri filtered back as to what rich fertile land was 
found in Missouri to Monroe and Bradley counties of Tennessee... a call went out the "new" 
Methodist citizens in Crawford County needed the gospel to be administered by someone from 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Rev. Valentine and Rev. James heeding the call for gathering "lost sheep", made that trip 
establishing a church and fulfilling the needs of their family and friends. 

If you notice in the above census records all but Valentine were living in the Vilander region of 
Harrison Mills Post Office of Liberty Township. This was a Carter nest of related like-minded 
family from Tennessee. 

Also, in the same census were many Pratt families and other supporting family members.

James Jr. and Elizabeth (PRATT) Lynch 

What relationship Elizabeth (PRATT) Lynch had with Henry Pratt appears to me to have been 
remote. I believe Harden's wife L. Amanda (PRATT) may have been a close relative of 
Elizabeth's. 

After "jumping" the "Trail of Tears", Henry Pratt first settled in Crawford County in 1839 
(according to his daughter; Susanna Rebecca (PRATT) Hansen's obituary} before moving over 
into Johnson Township in Washington County. 

Elizabeth (PRATT) Lynch came to Pulaski County in 1841 where she died 1851-1860. Her 
surviving spouse; James Lynch Jr. moved in with his son; Calvin Vilander and 1 st spouse 
Artimesaia Matilda (WILLIAMS) Pinnell Lynch who was also living near Harrison Mills Post 
Office in Liberty Township now named Vilander Post Office by his wife; Matilda after Calvin's 
middle name since he was the first postmaster.

Remember Allen Sr. and Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter the parents 
of Susanna Marena (CARTER)... Marcus' wife, Valentine S. Carter and James Allen Carter? 

She is Aunt Bathsheba to Marena, Valentine and James. She and spouse; David Campbell 
first moved from Greene County, Tennessee to Crawford County, Missouri where son; Samuel 
Campbell married Lorenda (PRATT) daughter of Henry and Bathsheba's niece; Nancy 
(CARTER) Pratt in 1848, then the Campbells moved on to District 72, Pulaski County, Missouri 
where David died in 1859.

Marcus left the area first settling in Lincoln Township, Dallas County, Missouri and then moving 
to Green Township, Hickory County, Missouri dying in Elixir, Dallas County, Missouri in 1881. 
His spouse; Marena died in Urbana, Lincoln Township, Dallas County, Missouri in 1874. 

Valentine remained in Boone Township, Crawford County where he and Maleta donated more 
property for the New Rock Methodist Episcopal Church South in the New Rock School house 
in 1863 with Henry H. Hansell Sr. Shortly thereafter; the New Rock Cemetery was organized 
for his family and friends. When son Allen purchased 40 aces in 1869, the other half of Lot 4, 
Allen then owned the property the New Rock Cemetery was located. Valentine and Maleta are 
buried in that cemetery. 

Rev. James Allen Carter moved from Crawford County to Rolla in Phelps County then Piney 
Township, Texas County, Missouri. Evidently he was on the move again then he died in 1884 
at Hematite, Joachim Township, Jefferson County, Missouri.

Circuit Roving Ministers... 

If you notice, how much and many times Marcus and James and family moved from location to 
location, I have seen this before. My 3 rd Great Uncle Rev. Albert Paris Missey was also a 
minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church South and he kept a journal of his locations he and 
his family ministered. 

These ministers moved wherever the word of God was needed and sometimes this required 
great distances and much sacrifice. It appears looking at Marcus and James locations they 
moved a great deal to teach the gospel. 

Not only did they serve in the locale in which they lived, but would ride to neighboring counties 
visiting villages and small towns converting souls helping to increase the membership, so new 
churches could be built. 

They would be called to officiate at weddings, funerals, baptisms and help with the sick and 
serve when catastrophic events took place. Unselfish Christ-like service was the order of the 
day for these men. 

And if they were lucky, like Valentine, a church would be built where they could administer to 
their family and friends thereby reducing the need to travel long distances. However, the 
marriage record books of Crawford, Franklin and Washington Counties of Missouri are full of 
marriage entries by Rev. V. S. Carter. 

He served his community with honor and dignity and earned the respect and gratitude of his 
family and friends until his death in 1890. 

Concerning Rev. Albert Paris Missey's journal, I have scanned his journal and it is available as 
a .pdf file on cd if interested. It gives a glimpse into the life of a typical roving circuit rider 
minister and shows the determination and sacrifices they had to endure during those early 
years in Missouri's history. 

In Closing... 

There you have it. When I put my mind to it I can figure out many problems when it comes to 
family history research... with the help of my friends and my Heavenly Father. 
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This is because I have been blessed with a gift of insight that comes easy to me and with his 
help, my mind opens up to receive these new thoughts and ideas. ..in other words, I learn a 
new way of thinking. 

I don't think I could have produced this report 5 years ago and not even a year ago. But, when 
I read Carter Trimm was a minister for the Methodist Episcopal Church South in Monroe and 
Bradley Counties of Tennessee, it was as if a light went off and all of a sudden it made sense. 

Remember Carter Trimm is Elizabeth (TRIMM) Carter's brother... you know Allen Sr.'s wife? 

Because I feel good about these family connections, I feel this work has been inspired. I will be 
connecting Marena, Valentine and James to Allen Sr. and Elizabeth's family. 

I also feel comfortable with Rev. Marcus E. Carter as a child of Caleb Jr. and Phoebe 
(WILLIAMS) Carter family. Therefore, he will be connected to their family. 

As I had stated before, I dread the day I would have to pick up this task and prove my 
suspicions. This report required over 100 resources to validate these conclusions. 

In my <M.ji.C}.I. course titled " How to Break Down Your Brick Wall " back in 2011, I give 
examples of how, when, where and why I took a "road trip" to Rowan County, North Carolina 
that helped me break down my Benjamin Johnson brick wall. In that course, I give examples of 
where to look, where to go, what records to examine, and how to tap into available resources 
to discover your ancestor's parentage. 

This report should be part two of that course and an extension since it details the process of 
using a vast amount of resources to simultaneously arrive at the parentage of 4 different "brick 
walls". 

Without, the accumulative knowledge of 40 years of Carter, Pratt, Blanton, Harmon family 
history research, including other researcher's material and hundreds of documentation to draw 
definitive conclusions, I believe no one else could have arrived at the same conclusions and 
produced a document of this caliber. 

None of my conclusions are written in stone, if any of you disagree with my research, let's 
discuss it and see if we can work this out. It has taken me 10 days of solid work on this family 
to finally validate the conclusions I had arrived when I first started.

At the age of 19, Tom Pratt embarked on a 
career in law enforcement. This experience gave him 
training in detective and investigative skills.

After 35 years of researching, I checked ancestry.com for updates on the Blanton family. It appears 
that none of the 24 Blanton trees listed can agree as to the origins of the Blanton family. 

Other researchers believe Thomas Blanton Sr. from Essex County, Virginia to his son; Thomas 
Blanton Jr. of Caroline County, Virginia, to his son John Blanton Sr. to Harlan County, Kentucky, then 
Greene County, Tennessee are the ancestors of Abraham Absalom Blanton, but, they offer no 
documented proof, (bridges) 

Since I do not have the resources to investigate this family in detail the way it should have been 
investigated, this volume concerns what I have investigated and can prove, namely Absalom's father; 
John Blanton moved to Harlan County, Kentucky, then to Greene County, Tennessee, then to 
Monroe County, Tennessee where he died. 

Two of John's sons; Joshua & Bethanie (HARMON) Blanton (See P P P Volume 30) and brother; 
Abraham Absalom & Cynthia (PRATT) Blanton and families came to Washington County, Missouri 
and settled in the region.

Back in the 1970's, when some of you were not yet born, the early Pratt, Blanton, Carter and 
Harmon family researchers were still wading through thousands of documents in all manner of 
forms and in all types of repositories trying to identify and connect our ancestors.
